His name is known, his home has been 
found, and his father is locked in a cell; but 
part of the riddle is not yet solved. 

“ Buster's" real name was discovered yes- 
terday afternoon to be Clarence Crump, but 
his nickname among his playmates, instead 
of being Buster, ig Mickey.“ He is the 
son of Alfred and Jennie Crump, who during 
the last year have had difficulty in main- 
taining the existence of themselves and their 
four little boys, and who for the last four 

months have been crowded into a single liv- 
ing room at 180 Park avenue—not far from 
the corner of Woes street and Washington 
boulevard. 


Who Abandoned Buster? 

There remains to be answered the question 
whether the little boy who has excited the 
interest of the entire city was abandoned by 
his mother with or withogt the consent of his 
father, or whether he was deserted by a 
“woman in black who secured possession 
of him by pretending she wished to give him 
a home. 

The determining evidence perhaps wil! 
come from the lips of Buster himself 
when he has been persuaded to tell of the 
events of the early part of the day—ten days 
ago—on which he was found in Hyde Park

Poverty and ines have 
weighed upon it and there seemed nothing 
but a life of hopelessness ahead, The father 
has been out of work now and then; at pres- 
ent he is earnings 2 a week as helper ina 
laboratory. 

Under these conditions Buster,“ or more 
correctly, “ Mickey, tfembled as he was 
taken back to his meager home, afraid he 
would lose hie newly found happiness. 

Do I have to stay here?’ he begged, 
pleadingly. 

Finding himself face to face with his father 

im @ police station Mater, he again saw & 
threat of a return te the days of sadness. 
He sobbed, rubbed one grimy fist In his eyes, 
turned his head away and clung to his police 
friends. He would not submit to the half- 
hearted caresses of his parent, but threw 
himself into a corner, where he could not be 
consoled until he had cried himself to sleep 
in the arms of a detective. — 


Buster’s Happiness Interrupted. 
The little boy now overcome with grief 
had awakened in the Harrison street annex 
full of happiness. When his eyes opened he 
found Chief Matron Anna Murphy bending 
over him, holding before his eyes a new toy 
automobile to take the place of the one 
which he had sacrificed to his curiosity for 
discovering the motive power. 

Satisfied that the wheels would go round 
ali right, he ran to the chair upon which he 
had hung his “ washing,” a handkerchief 
which he had carefully rinsed the night be- 
tore. Beside it were his two rubber balls. 
He had some fruit, brought as the regular 
morning gift of patrolmen and other early 
visitors, and then he was back to his toys 
again, although for 4 time the interference 
of a new rival, another lost boy caused 
a mixup on the floor.”

Aeroplane Encireles Paris Field 
at 36 Miles Per Hour.

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CRAFT MANEUVERS AT WILL. 


French People Enthusiastic Over Amer- 
ican’s Success at Le Mans. i 


PARIS, Aug. 11,-—Wlibur Wright of Day- 
ton, O., this evening made the longest and 
most successful flight of the series of aero- 
plane trials he is making at Le Mans. His 
machine circled the fleld three times at the 
rate of thirty-six miles an hour, remaining in 
the air three minutes andforty-four seconds. 

On passing the grandstand Mr. Wright 
gracefully descended until within speaking 
distance of the spectators, who wildly ap- 
plauded his exhibition of mastery over the 
aeroplane, after which he soared like a bird 
to new heights and continued his flight until 
reaching the starting point, where he finally 
gently landed. 

As evidence of the interest In Mr. Wright's 
experiments a crowd of 3,000 persons, Includ- 
ing many women, patiently waited troughout 
the day until he should decide to take out his 
machine for a sail. 

There was a buzz of contented exclama- 
tions and a scurrying to find points of van- 
tage to witness the ascension when finally the 
doors of the shed were thrown open and the 
machine was taken out and placed in position. 
Scores of the younger element climbed Into 
surrounding tree tops in order better to get a 
view of the exhibition. 


In Perfect Control 97 Driver. 
Off went the aeroplane like @ fleet gull. It 
soared down the course and then abruptly, 
almost recklessly, swooped, turned, and 
came majestically down the field, following 
the lines of trees, after which it returned ta 
the front of the grandstand. With admirable 
ease and precision the aeroplane here de- 
scended to a lower level, seemingly to drop 
the spectators a polite aerial courtesy. 
Then it arose again and resumed its. trip, 
describing sigzags here and there until it 
completed three circ of the course. 
Finally it came to the ground at the starting 
point and Mr. Wright again was received 
with the plaudits of the delighted spectators. 
There was scarce y a vestige of breeze while 
the flight was taking place. 


French Press Eulogizes Wright. 
‘The French press and the aeronautic ex- 
perts, besides extolling the Wright brothers’ 
aeroplane, devote much space to picturing 
with French art the personality of Wilbur 
Wright. 

“This man, saye Frans Reichel in the Fi- 
garo, ls strange and cold, but of a coldness 
that is smiling and isy mpathetie. He is tak. 
thin, severe man that is tempered like 
steel. The countenance is remarkable, curi- 
ous—the head that of a bird, long and bony 


shaven and tanned by the wind and the coun- 
try sun. The eye is a superbd blue-gray with 
tints of gold—honorable, gentle, resolute, and 
mtelligent. Those golden glints bespeak an 
ardent flame, for Wilbur Wright isa fanatic.”

A note found on the floor * smoking 
room in Mrs. Stokes’ apartments in Jet - 
ferson avenue wgs introduced as the prose- 
cution’s strongest evidence. Thenote read: 

Mrs. Stokes: 

I have a key that fite your front door. I have 
always wanted the suits I've seen you wear so 
when I see you and your maid leave I come in. 
Nobody saw me because Iam white. I woyld take 
more but cannot carry them. I like your cut 
glass, but I only want ladies’ clothes as you will 
Bee. 

The note was not signed. 

On Aug. 8 Miss ‘Young, who is 20 years old. 
was taken to the Hyde Park police'’station, 
where she was asked to write a duplicate of 
the note as dictated to her by Lieut. McCann. 
The writing in both cases is identical? the 
prosecution declares. 

Mrs. Stokes testified that on July 23 she left 
her home about 9 o’clock in the morning, and 
as it was Thursday and the maid’s day out 
she instructed her to lock all the doors after 
she had gone and place the key between the 
window and the screen on the back porch.

Mr. Bryan's speech in acceptance of the 
nomination will be about 5,500 words long, 
which is less than half 46 long as the Cincin- 
nati speech of Mr. Taft. Mr. Bryan will not 
attempt to cover fully all the ground of the 
campaign in his comparatively short addfess, 
but will answer briefly the attacks made by 
the republican nominee upon the democratic 
platform. 

It is likely that Mr. Bryan will give especial 
attention to Taft’s analysis of the anti-in- 
junction plank adopted at Denver. He will 
also point out what he believes to be Mr.

Pokes Fun at Kern. 


Mr. Bryan was the principal speaker to- 
night at a banquet given by the Lincoln 
Typographical union in honor of G. Hym- 
phrey O'Sullivan of Lowell, Mass. Mr. Bryan 
thanked the union for the, opportunity given 
him to be present, and referred to Candidate 
John W. Kern, who also was a guest. 

“He is naturally embarrassed at the ap- 
proaching notification,” said Mr. Bryan amid 
laughter.

Praises Union of Printers. 


Tou represent one of the best organized 
branches of the labor of the country. And I 
believe in the organization of the laboripg 
men. I believein the organization for what it 
does for those who belong to it. and I believe 
in it for what it does for those who do not 
belong to it, for, according to my under- 
standing of the work of labor organizations, 
its benefits are not confined to its members. 

J believe that the labor organizations 
of the country are more responsible than any 
other one factor in the improvement of labor 
conditions in the United States during the 
last twenty-five years. 

“This was brought to my attention a few 
years ago by a man in Chicago who was an 
employer. He had been appointed as one of 
a committee to arkitrate a strike, and when 
the men had secured a 10 per cent advance 
the question ‘was raised whether men not 
belonging te the union should be employed 
with them; and the laboring men proposed 
that those outside of the union receive the 
pay thay were formerly willing to receive 
-and the members of the union recetve the 10 
per cent increase upon which they had 
agreed. The employer said: 

% Why, that is impossible, for those out- 
side of the union would not work for the 
lower price if we paid you the increase.’ 

“Thus, those outside of the union were to 
receive and did receive the increase in wages 
that was secured by the organization of the 
laboring men. Not only do they secure the 
benefit of the 4 yp wages that have been 
brought about/ by organization, but they re- 
ceive the benefits, the large benefits, that 
come from the advancement of the various 
social reforms behind which the organized 
labor stands. 

Going After Doubtful States.

“I have been out of work a great deal of 
the time lately and have been working off 
and on for Carl Schroeder, who has a labora- 
tory at Hoyne and Warren avenues, where I 
help make electrical insulation material.

I get $12a 
week. 


“The wife and Joe and the baby are near 
Benton Harbor, Mich.

Says Wife Took “Mickey” Away.

~The founder of Chautauqua reeently told 
his ardent followers that the country is suf- 
fering from an overabundance of patent 
medicine signs. In a singularly apt address, 
the effect of which was heightened by the 


Bishop Vincent declared that the widespread 
plague of billboards is lowering our taste 
and working serious injury to our refine- 
ment and culture, 

Chautauqua has grappled with, or at least 
approached, every political, social, and in- 
dustrial problem under the sun. Her uplift- 
ing influence has gone beyond our borders 
and made itself felt under unfamiliar stars. 
Her famaus amphitheater has become our 
summer forum. To this mecca in a primeval! 
forest hasten every midyear the intellectual 
eaptains of our time. Educators and orators, 
statesmen and poets, travelers and wizards 
of the occult divide honors with the Indiana 
masters of romance. 

Much good has come out of Chautauqua. 
Let us hope that her strenuoype leader's dis- 
cussion of billboard ethics will result in a 
receding wave of frenzied advertising. Suré- 
ly every one with a sense of the beautiful 
will indorse Bishop Vincent's arraignment 
of the paint pot vandals who descend upon 
the country in the wake of the epring freshets 
and add new terrors to our existence here 
below. 

But why did the bishop single out the med- 
icine signs for his righteous censure? To the 
pained observer all the billboard abomina- 
tions look alike. Were classification posible 
one might roughly grade them as bad, worse, 
and indifferent.

The city of the ideatist is, of course, as un- 
attainable as Utopia, and would dowbtiess 
prove a tiresome place if realized, but the 
city of the straightout materialist is happily 
but a passing phenomenon in the ever as- 
ending progress of an intelligent people. 
Reforms in this imperfect world come siow- 
ly, but the epirit that impels us to fight fora 
sane Fourth of July will hardly rest satisHed 
while we see a4 crying need for sane adver- 
tising. 

While taking hope for the future, let us not 
forget that Bishop Vincent is appealing to 
the moral sense of & people who watched 
without concern the utter annihilation of the 
buffalo; a people that permitted the wanton 
destruction of their noblest foreets, bartered 
away the priceless water frents of their 
wreat cities, and supinely witnessed the 
gredua] defilement and all but irretrievable 
loes of Niagara's scenic grandeur.

Reports received from many Mrections indicate 
that beneficial rains have been pretty general the 
last week, one house being in receipt of letters 
from thirty different points in Missouri telling 
of drenching rains. This precipitation has been 
of vast benefit to pastures, and has resulted in a 
more active demand for feeding cattle, sheep, 
and lambs. Offerings of the former on the local 
market, however. show unattractive quality, and 
this has the effect of restricting business as the 
demand is almost exclusively for good strong 
cattle which can be finished off Into prime 
steers. Many more such offerings could be 
disposed of here, and country operatots can se- 
cure satisfactory prices for all desirable feeders 
they can send in. 

There was no perceptible improvement in the 
shipping demand for hogs and only the small num- 
ber of really prime hogs included in the arrivals 
enabled sellers to add a little to values.

The interstate commerce commissioners 
trequently bave predicted a car shortage this 
tall and one of the foremost railroad authori- 
ties in the country declared the other day the 
roads would have in service 100,000 less 

freight cars on Jan. 1 next than on Jan. 1. 
1008. The reason for this decrease in the 
transportation capacity of the country, he 
added, was the inability of the raiiroads to 
earn enough or borrow enough to replace the 
care being worn out, which under natural 
‘@enditions number about 10,000 a month. 
This loss is greater, he said, than the short- 
age in freight cars last October. 

For several months after the slump in rgil- 
toad traffic began the roads continued to in- 
crease their equipment, but almost entirely 
through the receipt of cars previously or- 
dered, which the manufacturers were unable 
to turn out when they were urgently needed. 
This year practically no orders for new cars 
have been placed.
